Medicare To Give 
Second Opinion 

Many people protected by 
Medicare medical ins,urance 
whose doctor has recom¬ 
mended non-emergency sur¬ 
gery may want to get a sec¬ 
ond opinion, but do .not 
know how to obtain one, 
Mrs. Hughes, Social Security 
branch ma.nager in Mon¬ 
rovia, said recently. 

To help these people, the 
Department of Health, Edu¬ 
cation and Welfare has set 
up a toll free telephone 
number to find a doctor who 
will give a second opinion 
concerning the surgery. 

The telepho.ne number is 
800-32.5-64(X). 

'Phe idea behind getting a 
second opinion is to assure 
higli quality care and to re¬ 
duce unnecessary surgery, 
which in turn should help 
hold the cost of Medicare as 
low as possible, Mrs. Hughes 
said. Medicare will help pav 
for the expenses of a second 
opinion just as for other 
medical services covered un¬ 
der the medical insurance 
part of Medicare. 

One of our major goals is 
to help hold the line on the 
cost of medical care. Mrs. 
Hughes said. If the effort Is 
successful, it will heln stabi¬ 
lize the costs of Medical 
care for peonle with Medi¬ 
care protection. And it will 
help in the financing of the 
entire Medicare proerram. 

More than 26 million peo¬ 
ple in the countrv have pro¬ 
tection under the hospital 
insurance part of Medicare, 
including nearlv 3 million 
under 65. Almost 26 million 
people have the medical in¬ 
surance part of Medicare, in¬ 
cluding 2.5 million under 65.

Added Penalties 
For Late Payment 

Real estate taxes not paid 
on or before June 29 will 
carry additonal penaltl e s, 
warns H. B. Alvord, Los An¬ 
geles County Tax Collector.

It’s About Time! 

Los Angeles County filed a lawsuit agaijist the Fed¬ 
eral governmena to recover over $88 million expended for 
health care provided illegal aliens on Wednesday in the 
Federal District Court, Supervisor Pete Schabarum said 
recently. 

"The County is seeking $88,921,800 in' damages for 
the costs which it incurred in providing health care serv- 
ces to illegal aliens for the fiscal years 1976 through 1978, 
Sohabarum said. 

In the suit, the County is asking the Court to de¬ 
clare that the United States government tlirough the Im¬ 
migration and Na uralization Service has the iduty and re¬ 
sponsibility to provide for the health care needs of illegal 
aliens. 

"If the Court rules In our favor, the County Is en¬ 
titled to be reimbursed for the costs we have Incurred, 
and which we continue to incur, in providing such health 
care services,” he said. 

The suit further seeks to enjoin Federal officers from 
refusing to provick? health care services and from refusing 
to reimburse the County for the costs which it incurs in 
providing such services. 

Schabarum said; "The County’s position is that the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service through its officers 
has negligently amd wrongfully failed to carry out its 
duties to regulate and control the flow of immigration 
into this country.” 

“Because of wrongful policies and regulations, tlie 
Federal gcn'ernmejit avoids its responsibilty for the impact 
which the presence of such aliens has upon the economy 
of local government and upon the health and welfare of 
all residents,” Schabarum said. 

Placing the blame on the Immigration and Naturall- 
zaUon Service, Schabarum said: •'They have adotped a 
policy by which they refuse to provide health care serv¬ 
ices to illegal aliens unless such aliens are In their phy¬ 
sical custody. It is our position that their (ISN) duty to 
provide health care extends not only to Illegal aliens in 
their custody but to illegal aliens who are within the jur¬ 
isdictional boundaries of the United States anl tliat re¬ 
sponsibility arises as part of their duty to regulate and 
control the flow of immigration into this country.” 

Schabarum said the 88 plus million dollar figure was 
arrived at a.s a rc*ult of a cost study for the years 1976 
through 1977 and c-ost projections by the Department of 
Health Services for the year 1977 through 1978. 

Just Won’t Work! 

The propcjsad uso of gas tax revanues for mass transit 
projects should be stopped immediately, according to South¬ 
ern California Tran-sportation Action Committee (SCTACt 
chairman, Virgil W'aters. 

Pronxpting I'.is remark wa.s Los Angeles Mayor Tom 
Bradley's encouragement of California transportation ol- 
ficiala to earmark gasoline taxes to help pay for the plan¬ 
ned $175 million i>oople mover sy.stem in dtnvntown Los 

/Vngeles. < . j . 

'The ‘people mover’ will not provide the kind of trans¬ 
portation Southern Californians need and want,” said 
Waters On the other hand, completing the 'miaiiing links’ 
in our 8 nte’s freeway system will .satisfy the major re- 
quiremenU for les-s congested mobility on surface streets 
and freeways, reduced air polhition. and de<n«ased fu^ 
consumption,” he .said. 

The SCTAC chairman also expressed conoern over Brad 
ley’s supiwrt of thc» $1,3 billion subway linking down¬ 
town Los Angeles to Nor.h Hollywood via \\ il&hire Boule-- 
vard. The use of gasoline tax revcLnucs for tills project 
was also advocated by Bracflcy. 

Waters .said, ”If Uie property owners, busines.ses and 
others who would benefit along Wilsliire Boulevard, in 
dowmtown and North llollywcxyi scm* the jitH*d for tills pro¬ 
ject, tiicy should pay for it instead of looking to tlie state 
and federal government for a haiidou..” 

SCATC, a group of bu.sine^ and industry, community 
leaderrs, and concerned citizevns working to promote good 
transportation for all ('alifornian.s, is urging citizens to 
join in ihe effort to redirect the focus of governnwnt and 
transprtation planners to develop rational transportation 
improvements. 

Brown Vetoes Bill 

Citing "subs antial” -state and local gover.nment co-sts. 
Governor Brown June 9 vetoed follow-up legislation (AB 
1-J6, W. Brown I to Proposition 13 wliich definc>d changes 
in pmperty ownersliip and dealt with new constructon, 
B-sses-sment ap|x*als, taxpayers reixirting, spec-ial properties 
and declines in value. 

Brown’s principal concern, rcporti'dly, rela ed to the 
bill’s retroac'tive application of change-Ln-owners!iip de¬ 
finitions to the 1978 79 assessment year. 

Taxpayers. n.s.sessors and administrators arc now left 
only to the guidance of the .state Board of Fijualiza ion 
and the property tax rules (•160-471) it promulgated fal¬ 
lowing the passage of Proposition 13. 

The Lc'gislatuic, however, has not given up its effort 
to provide statutory guidance* and interpretation to the 
l(x).sely drafted language of Proposition 13 and Propositiiwi 
8, the follow-up amendment placed on .he Novemlier 1978 
ballot by the Legi.slaturc. After the governor’s veto of 
AB liie, the subslanoe of the hill was amended Into other 
legislation tAB 1488. Ilajinigan) with the following three 
changes: 

(1) All provisions, including those relating to ohange 
in ownership, would apply to the doterminaton of base- 
year valup.s for tlie 1979-80 assessment year and thereafter. 

I2) Projx^rty restricted to timlierland use (Article XIII,

sjiecial property without regard to the valuation provisions 
of ProiKisition 13. 

(3) Tiic state Board of Equalization would be auth¬ 
orized lo prescril>e rules and regulations to govern as¬ 
sessors for jiurixises of Implementing the bill.

Pot Primer for P^irents 


Know enough bade facts abatt marihmta to talk 
to your son and daughter about it, 

jkt 8 parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keqp quiet and hope—do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutnal respect It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry-it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than ^Is. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”-tbeir lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
hbn? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conduiively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind tad b<^. This does not mean there are 


no ni effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger tb try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your diild liable for 
arrest 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoiang?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes depoident on any 
drug, including al^ol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?" A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about
